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Golden Focus 


t the June AGA Board 
meetings, your board of 
directors made several 


decisions that will impact some 
or all of you. They are summa- 
rized here: 

¢ The National Convention 
locations for the next several 
years are: 2013 — Tulsa, Okla- 
homa; 2014 — Wisconsin; 2015 
— Ohio; 2016 — Minnesota. 

¢ The condominium units 
owned by AGA in Reynolds- 
burg, Ohio, will be put on the 
market. The office space is much 
too large for the needs of AGA 
now and leasing the facility (as 
is now being done) is a break-even proposition. The funds generated 
from the sale of the building will be used to replenish AGA’s Re- 
serve Fund with interest earned increasing AGA’s assets at a greater 
rate than appreciation of the real estate could in the forseeable future. 
I'd like to stress that this is a move that your board and staff feel is 
in the best financial interest of the future of our organization, not a 
move designed to generate cash flow for AGA. 

¢ A Financial Advisory Committee is being set up to review the 
investments and financial health of the AGA and to advise the AGA 
Board of Directors on the same. 

¢ Numbers will now be allowed in the official registered name of 
a Registered Guernsey. 

¢ Recorded Female (RF = 50% Guernsey) animals that have a par- 
ent Registered in another herdbook may choose to have that animal 
recorded on their Guernsey pedigree. As it stood before, the non- 
Guernsey parent was listed as “Non-Recorded Sire or Dam” rather 
than identifying the animal. If you would like to add a parent to the 
pedigree of an RF that is already registered, please contact the Exec- 
utive Secretary at 614-339-5391 or e-mail the information to info@ 
usguernsey.com. 

¢ An additional National Guernsey Show will be held in early 
September in Puyallup, Washington, beginning in 2013. This ad- 
dition provides the exposure and excitement that a National Show 
brings to an area that was previously too far from any of the existing 
four National Shows to participate at more than a minimal level. 

*¢ Official AGA pedigrees will soon display each appraisal score a 
cow has received throughout her lifetime along with the age at which 
it was assigned. 

¢ The Genetic Improvement Committee compiled the following 
list of the highest priority traits that need improvement in the current 
Guernsey population: 

. Reproduction 
. Protein Percent (with an increase in yield) 
. Strength and Width 
. Udder Attachments 
. Foot Angle 
. Fat Percent (with an increase in yield) 
7. Genetic Diversity 

All of these issues should be considered of high priority when 
making semen purchased and mating decisions. 

Some things that the AGA Board, staff and committees are looking at: 

¢ Developing a program that includes Appraisal, Registrations 
and Performance Reports all for one annual fee. 

¢ Although AGA staff member and classifier Brian Schnebly has 
done a great job scoring cows and visiting Guernsey herds over the

list this time. I would like to men- 

tion a few things about each one of them. 
The first one is the fourth Challenge son 
to make the active list and is now the high- 
est ranked one of those four, Spring Walk 
Sherberts Mint. I have been very impressed 
with two things about the Mint daughters 
- their overall type and their consistency. 
The Mint daughters are very correct, styl- 
ish cows with exceptional udders. They are 
well attached, youthful udders that are high 
above the hock with correct teat placement. 
The Mint daughters have nice bone qual- 
ity, with sharpness and angularity through- 
out. I feel they track on a correct set of feet 
and legs with a steep foot angle. The Mint 
daughters are small in stature and overall

The final new bull on the active list 
was a bull that was sampled independently 
through United Guernsey Genetics, Craig 
Moor Neon Sensation. Sensation is a Neon 
son out of a Craig Moor Enhancers Jum- 
bo daughter which means Sensation adds 
a complete outcross to the current active 
list. The Sensation daughters have very 
nice udders. They have strong fore udders, 
high rear udders and are very youthful be- 
ing high above the hock. The presence of 
a lot of veining on many of the Sensation 
udders gives me the impression that they 
are high quality udders and they have a 
shorter teat size. The Sensation daughters 
are fairly tall, long and stylish. A majority

The last bull that I want to talk about is 
a veteran but one that has daughters all over 
the country right now: Edgewater Mead- 
ows Yogibear-ET. Yogibear has been an 
outstanding conception bull and seems to 
throw his share of heifer calves as well. 
This has led to a large number of daughters 
everywhere. I have been very pleased with 
the Yogibear daughters! From very early 
on, I thought his daughters shared a lot of 
the same traits that Goliath daughters did, 
exhibiting a lot of youthfulness and signs 
of longevity. My opinion has not changed. 
I think the Yogibear daughters consistently 
have well- attached, youthful udders that 
will last for a long time. I like the strength 
and width that they possess. Not all of his 
daughters have enough dairyness and open- 
ness. However, those that are not milky 
enough as two-year-olds I think will make 
up for it over a lifetime. The Yogibear se- 
men is very limited and I had a breeder ask 
me this week if we might have any for sale 
anytime. I told them that I was not sure any 
would be up for public auction because of 
being such a great conception bull, people 
will likely hang onto any for use on prob- 
lem breeders.

Top Ten fictive Sires 


1. At +1651M and +70F the Guernsey Island bull Les Jaonnets 
Cara Conqueror has risen to the top of the Active AI list. His first 
daughters are still under a year old in the US, but he already has 
58 daughters in 17 herds milking on the Island. He is, by far, the 
top bull in the breed for fat pounds and the second active sire for 
milk pounds. He does not yet have an official US Type Evaluation. 
His sire, Tiresford Pedro, is a Royal Oak son from a Yellow Creek 
Ideal Clarion dam. Conqueror’s dam was scored EX-93 94MS and 
is sired by a Lorry son. She made over 26,000M, 1,150F and 900P. 
His granddam was sired by Cresthill Magic Lucky and also made 
over 1,000F. Conqueror is the first United Kingdom bull to find his 
way to North America in decades. He was bred by Mrs. BJ Martel 
on the Island of Guernsey. Semen is available through FLC Genet- 
ics and Guernsey Marketing Service. 

2. Sniders Ronalds Alstar remained near the top of the Active Al 
list on the strength of elite PTA’s for DPR and NM$. He is also the 
fourth highest PTA Milk Active sire. He is a son of Cedar Fringed 
Altann, EX-95. Altann was Grand Champion at three National 
Shows and finished her career with over 160,000M lifetime. She has 
16 VG or EX daughters and eight proven sons that are over +40PTI. 
Alstar is sired by Marodore Goliaths Ronald. He has 316 registered 
daughters. 70 of 83 scored daughters are 77 points or higher with 49 
Very Good and three Excellent. They average 80.8 points on final 
score and 80.5 mammary score. Alstar was bred by Aaron Gable of 
New Enterprise, Penn. Semen is available from Select Sires. 

3. Idle Gold Idle Neer Casanova-ET is a relative newcomer to the 
Active Al list from a new supplier of Guernseys genetics. Steve Sy- 
wassink of Idle Neer Farm in Letts, lowa, has developed and made 
this +2,284M sire available.

Casanova is the top bull in the breed for milk 
and protein pounds. He has 42 registered daughters. His 13 daugh- 
ters scored include 3 Very Goods. They average 77.5 points for final 
score and 78.1 mammary score.

4. Golden J Ronald Grumpy is a son of Marodore Goliaths Ron- 
ald. He is out of an EX-90 Royal Oak with a pair of records over 
24,000M and 1,200F.

2015 National Futurity Rules and Entry Form 


Eligibility: The Guernsey Gold Futurity is a challenge to select and nominate heifers that will develop into the best 2 & 
3-year-old cows. This will be the 29th in a series of National Guernsey Gold 3-Year-Old Futurities. The 2015 entrants 
must be born between September 1, 2011, and August 31, 2012. The four payment deadlines are as follows: first pay- 
ment, December 31, 2012; second payment, December 31, 2013; third payment, December 31, 2014 (Sept. 1 to show 
as 2-Year-Old); and fourth payment, September 30, 2015. 


Futurity Location: 2-Year-Old at Madison, Wis., in con- 
junction with World Dairy Expo; 3-Year-Old at the North 
American International Livestock Exposition, Louisville, Ky. 


Entry Procedure: Anyone may enter a Guernsey heifer 
by submitting a completed entry form (see form below) 
along with the specified entry fee. The following year, these 
people will receive a notice for a second entry payment. 
This procedure will continue for the third and fourth pay- 
ments. The animals for which four Futurity payments have 
been made and which have been appropriately entered at 
the national show where the Futurity is held will be eligible 
to be shown in the Futurity. When a female entered in the 
Futurity is sold, it is the responsibility of the owner to notify 
the National Guernsey Gold Futurity, c/o the American 
Guernsey Association (AGA) of the change in ownership 
and to inform the buyer that this animal has been entered 
in the Futurity. It is then the responsibility of the buyer to 
submit subsequent fees in accordance with the rules and 
closing dates. The postmark shall determine eligibility of 
meeting the closing date requirements. 


Entry Fees: First payment $3; second payment $5; third 
payment $10; fourth payment $25. When the nomination 
fees and subsequent payments in connection with the 
Futurity are received at the AGA, they are committed to 
the purse for this event and no refunds will be made. The 
only exception is that, should any condition arise which 
prevents the showing of this Futurity, the right is reserved 
to cancel the event and pay to the persons owning the 


females eligible at the time of cancellation their prorated 
share of all monies accrued in the Futurity cancelled after 
deduction of the actual expenses incurred by AGA in the 
administration of it.A one-time payment of $40 may be 
submitted with the first entry, eliminating the need to 
make annual payments. 


Purse: Premiums will consist of entry fees minus adminis- 
trative expense. Awards will be presented for the first-place 
animal; first-place junior exhibitor; first-place animal bred 
and owned by the exhibitor; highest 305-day actual official 
milk, fat and protein record; and best udder. Premiums will 
be paid only to the top 5 2-Year-Olds in 2014. 


Judge Selection: The official judge of the show where 
the Futurity is being held will also serve as the official for 
the Futurity. 


The 2-Year-Old Futurity: All animals entered in the 
2015 3-year-old Futurity in Louisville, Ky., are also 
eligible to participate in the 2014 Futurity in Madison, 


Wis., as 2-year-old cows, providing the third payment 
is made by September 1, 2014, to the AGA. 


The health requirements will be the same as the show with 
which the event is held. The AGA will not be liable for the 
safety of animals or exhibits, exhibitors or their employees 
against robbery or damage. All entrants agree to be ame- 
nable to all rules and regulations of the sponsoring show 
and of the National Guernsey Gold Futurity, c/o the AGA.
